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INCOME SECURITY PROGRAMS 1988-1989 


Introduction 


The objective of the Family Allowances (FA) and Old Age Security (OAS) 
programs, and the Canada Pension Plan (CPP) is to maintain and improve the 
income security of the people of Canada. These programs provide financial 
benefits to, or on behalf of, virtually all Canadians and their families. 
Thereby, Canadians are assured a degree of income support at various stages 
in their lives and in the event of wide-ranging contingencies. 


The Old Age Security program and the Canada Pension Plan form part of 
Canada's three-tiered retirement income system. This system consists of Old 
Age Security payments and income-tested supplements, which are paid on a 
residence basis, the Canada Pension Plan, which is a compulsory, 
contributory program, and private retirement income sources, such as 
employer-sponsored pension plans and Registered Retirement Savings Plans. 
Family Allowances are a part of the child benefit system, which includes 
the Child Tax Credit. The purpose of Family Allowances is to help offset 
the cost of raising the nation's children. 


The Income Security Programs (ISP) Branch of Health and Welfare Canada 
administers the Canada Pension Plan and the Old Age Security and Family 
Allowances programs through a network of offices across Canada. 


Branch Activities 


The activities of the Income Security Programs Branch are divided into six 
main categories: client service centres, claims processing sections, 
operations support groups, policy support staff, management and 
administration, and disability advisory services. 


Client service centres 


Client service centres provide program information, guidance and assistance 
to ISP applicants and beneficiaries and to the general public. In these 
offices individuals may obtain information about the programs, their 
entitlement to benefits and their accounts. Clients may also use client 
service centres to initiate administrative changes to their benefit files. 
Client service centre staff are often the Branch's most direct contact with 
clients and other members of the public. They initiate or participate in 
many information activities to increase awareness of our programs. 


Claims processing 


Claims processing staff are responsible for the direct administration of 
program benefits. They determine eligibility, calculate entitlement and 
authorize and control the payment of benefits. 


Operations support 


There is also a network of operations support staff whose main function is 
to provide service to the processing units. They maintain indexes of 
applicant and beneficiary names, addresses and account numbers, sort and 
deliver mail, and create and maintain files. They are also responsible for 
microfilming files, providing word-processing services and data processing 
benefit files from which benefit cheques are issued. 


Policy support 


The policy support group is responsible for providing analysis and advice to 
the Minister and senior management on matters related to the objectives, 
results and impacts of the existing Income Security Programs legislation, on 
proposals for change, on the development of social security matters in 
general, and on program planning and international liaison. This group is 
responsible for all ministerial correspondence and appeals relating to 
Income Security Programs, and for the interpretation of legislation to 
Branch staff. 


Management and administration 


Income Security Programs management is responsible for establishing Branch 
objectives and goals, and for directing and controlling the activities of 
the Branch to achieve these aims. Administration staff provide services in 
support of all areas of the Branch's activities. 


Disability Advisory Services 


The division was established to advise management about medical issues, 
provide medical guidelines for the Disability Determination Division, and 
identify suitable vocational rehabilitative services for disabled Canada 
Pension Plan beneficiaries. The division also provides advice and services 
to the Revenue Canada Taxation Disability Deduction Program. 


New Responsibilities 


During the preceding year, the Income Security Programs Branch became 
responsible for support to the Department of Justice in the administration 
of the Family Orders and Agreements Enforcement Assistance Act. The support 
takes two forms. First, since December 1987, the Branch has provided 
information from its data banks to help locate missing children and spouses 
defaulting on support payments. Second, Canada Pension Plan and Old Age 
Security benefits may be garnisheed when the recipient is a spouse or former 
spouse defaulting on family support payments. Old Age Security benefits 
have been subject to garnishment under the legislation since July 1988. 
Negotiations are currently under way to permit garnishment of Canada Pension 
Plan benefit payments, excluding those payable in respect of children. 


Systems 


During the 1987-88 fiscal year, officials established a working group to 
study and propose ways to overhaul Branch computer systems in order to meet 
an anticipated 22 percent increase in work volume during the following eight 
years. During 1988-89, in response to the working group proposal, the 
Treasury Board allocated funds for systems redesign. Over the next two 
years the Family Allowances program will be modernized and a master plan for 
the modernization and integration of the Canada Pension Plan and Old Age 
Security systems will be completed. Subject to Treasury Board approval of 
the master plan, the new delivery system will be implemented during the 
following five to seven years. 


Information Activities 


During 1988-89, Branch officials promoted awareness among immigrants of 
Canada's social security agreements with other countries by means of 
brochures and posters. As well, the Branch helped the Seniors Secretariat 
to inform seniors about a range of federal programs by distributing 
information in supermarkets across Canada. In conjunction with the depart- 
ments of National Revenue and Indian Affairs and Northern Development, the 
Branch informed Indian bands and native media about changes to the Canada 
Pension Plan which enable Indians working on reserves to contribute to the 
Plan. A notice was also mailed to inform almost 500,000 contributors aged 
60 to 69 that they could receive higher retirement benefits if they began 
receiving their pension in 1988 rather than 1989. 


The Branch continued to provide information to ISP beneficiaries through 
cheque inserts, and to the general public through press releases and 
booklets. Client Service Centre staff participated in interviews and 
call-in programs on radio and television and at pre-retirement seminars. 


Strategic Planning 


In November 1988, the Branch began working on its first comprehensive 
Strategic Plan. This plan identifies the key issues facing the Branch, 
examines strategies to address the issues and proposes courses of action to 
resolve those issues over the duration of the planning period 1989 to 1993. 
The issues addressed in the plan include the quality and level of service, 
systems development, managing organizational change, changing legislation 
and social policy, communications, increasing workload/decreasing resources 
and human resource management. 


The Strategic Plan is the outcome of a detailed consultative process 
involving some 185 managers in all parts of the Branch. Its operationaliza- 
tion is a major objective for the 1989/90 fiscal year. The Strategic Plan 
is a central element in creating a common understanding of the Branch's 
overall mission, goals and the practical means that have been chosen to 
achieve the Branch's objectives. 


Operating Costs 


A total of 2,782 person-years were utilized in the period April 1988 - March 
1989. The operating cost for 1988-89 was $115.2 million. Of this amount, 
$81.4 million was for personnel costs, while the remaining $33.89 million 
was for other operating costs. 


Long-term Projections 


Long-term projections, using the same economic assumptions as presented in 
the Office of the Superintendent of Financial Institutions’ most recent 
actuarial report on the Canada Pension Plan (report No. 10), have been 
prepared for the Old Age Security, Guaranteed Income Supplement and Spouse's 
Allowance programs. The projections are provided in the accompanying 
figures. The graphs also include long-term projections for the Canada 
Pension Plan and the Family Allowances program.

Introduction 


The Family Allowances program supplements the income of Canadian families by 
providing for the payment of a monthly benefit on behalf of dependent 
children under the age of 18 who are resident in Canada and maintained by 
parents or guardians, one of whom must be a Canadian citizen or legally 
resident in Canada under the terms of the Immigration Act. In the case of a 
person admitted to Canada under the Immigration Act as a visitor or holder 
of a permit, the period of admission must be for not less than one year, and 
during that period the income of that person must be subject to Canadian 
income tax. In most families, cheques are issued to the mother. 


The program also provides for the payment of Special Allowances on behalf of 
children under age 18 who are maintained by a welfare agency, a government 
department or an institution. In some cases, payment is made directly to a 
foster parent. 


Application must be made for both allowances. Benefits and administration 
costs are paid out of the Consolidated Revenue Fund. 


Over 3.6 million beneficiaries received approximately $2.6 billion in 
benefits during the 1988-89 fiscal year. The accompanying figure shows the 
expenditures over a 10-year period.

Family Allowances are payable to residents of Canada while in Canada pr when 
they are absent from the country for less than one year if on vacation, 
receiving medical treatment, or attending a school or university. Allowan- 
ces are payable during a period of indefinite absence if the income of one 
of the parents is subject to Canadian income tax throughout the absence. 


Benefit Rates 


Under the Family Allowances Act, a provincial government may request the 
federal government to vary the rates payable in that province on the basis 
of the age of the child or the number of children in the family, or both. 
The smallest monthly payment in that province must be at least 60% of the 
federal rate and the average monthly amount paid for all children in that 
province over a four-year period must be equal to the monthly federal rate. 
The provinces of Alberta and Quebec have taken this option.

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The Province of Quebec has its own provincial Family Allowances program, 
under which a monthly allowance is paid in addition to the federal Family 
Allowances. Since January 1989, under its own provincial program, the 
Government of Quebec has paid $9.31 for the first child, $12.41 for the 
second, $15.51 for the third, and $18.58 for each additional child.

In accordance with the legislation as amended in 1985, the Special Allowance 
was indexed from $48.31 per month in 1988 to $48.84 in 1989. This Special 


Allowance is payable in all provinces.

a 1988-1989 
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Under amendments which came into effect in January 1986, the Family 
Allowances Act provides for the escalation of both the Family Allowances and 
the Special Allowance in January of each year to the extent that the 
increase in the cost of living, as measured by the Consumer Price Index, 
exceeds three percent. Accordingly, in January 1989, the Allowances were 
increased by 1.1 percent raising the rate to $32.74 from $32.38 in most 
provinces and in the territories. 


Number of Beneficiaries and Children 


In March 1989, 3,674,897 families were receiving an average of $59.71 on 
behalf of 6,608,516 eligible children. 
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The following chart shows the number of children per family in receipt of

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Estimated Beneficiary and Cost Forecasts 


The expenditures of the Family Allowances program closely reflect trends in 
the birth rate. The number of children in Canada has been gradually drop- 
ping since the mid-1970s. Based on the estimated number of children less 
than 18 years of age in Canada, and using the same economic assumptions as 
presented in the Office of the Superintendent of Financial Institutions' 
most recent actuarial report on the Canada Pension Plan (report No. 10), 
projections have been prepared for the Family Allowances program. They are 
provided in Figures 1 and 2. 


Appeals 


An applicant who is dissatisfied with a decision denying payment of an 
allowance may appeal that decision to a tribunal established in accordance 
with Family Allowances Regulations. In 1988-89, there were 11 appeals. 


Changes to the Family Allowances Act 


For the fiscal year 1988-89, no amendments were made to the Family 
Allowances Act or Regulations. 
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OLD AGE SECURITY PROGRAM 


Introduction 


The Old Age Security program is the foundation of Canada's retirement income 
system. Benefits under the program are the Old Age Security pension, the 
Guaranteed Income Supplement and the Spouse's Allowance. Application must 
be made for each of the benefits. 


All benefit and administration costs are funded from the Consolidated 
Revenue Fund. Benefits are paid in Canadian dollars and may be received 
outside Canada under some circumstances. Old Age Security pensions are 
considered as taxable income, but the Guaranteed Income Supplement and the 
Spouse's Allowance are not. 


Over 2.9 million beneficiaries received approximately $15.2 billion in 
benefits during the fiscal year 1988-89.

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Old Age Security Pension Coverage 


An Old Age Security pension is payable at age 65 to persons who have 
fulfilled residence requirements, and who are Canadian citizens or were 
legally resident in Canada when their applications were approved (or at the 
time of their departure in the case of applicants living abroad). The 
pension amount is based on the length of residence in Canada. The pension 
normally begins the month following the 65th birthday, provided that appli- 
cation has been made. In the case of a late application, retroactive 
payments may be made for a maximum of five years. Eligibility for benefits 
payable in Canada requires a minimum of 10 years of residence. Pensioners 
who have 20 or more years of residence in Canada after age 18 may receive 
the Old Age Security pension indefinitely while living outside Canada. 
Those with fewer than 20 years of residence after age 18 may be paid for the 
month of departure and an additional six months only. Payment is then 
suspended until the pensioner resumes residence in Canada. 


(Note: Either of these requirements can be modified under an International 
Social Security Agreement. See section on International Agreements.) 


Guaranteed Income Supplement 


A Guaranteed Income Supplement may be added to the Old Age Security pension 
of a pensioner who has no income or a limited income. Entitlement is 
normally based on income in the preceding calendar year, computed in 
accordance with the Income Tax Act but excluding Old Age Security payments 
and certain other sources of income. In determining entitlement for a 
married applicant, the incomes of both spouses are taken into account. 


If a person is receiving a partial Old Age Security pension, the maximum 
Guaranteed Income Supplement is increased by the difference between that 
partial pension and the full Old Age Security pension. 


A pensioner in receipt of the Supplement who leaves Canada may continue to 
receive the Supplement for the month of departure and for an additional six 
months only. The Supplement may be reinstated when the pensioner resumes 
residence in Canada. 


A Guaranteed Income Supplement application form is sent to each Old Age 
Security applicant upon approval of the pension application. To ensure 
continued entitlement to the Supplement, a renewal application must be 
completed each year and returned prior to the start of the new fiscal year 
in April. 
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Spouse's Allowance 


A Spouse's Allowance may be paid to the spouse of an Old Age Security 
pensioner if the spouse is between ages 60 and 64. A spouse may be entitled 
to receive the Allowance if he or she has a minimum of 10 years of residence 
in Canada after age 18. (This requirement can be modified under an 
International Social Security Agreement. See section on International 
Agreements.) The spouse must be a Canadian citizen or legally resident in 
Canada when the application is approved, and the combined income of the 
couple must not exceed the maximum permitted by the legislation. Widows and 
widowers age 60 to 64 are also eligible to receive Spouse's Allowance 
benefits provided they meet the residence requirements and have limited 
income.

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Spouse's Allowance application forms are mailed to pensioners identified as 
having a spouse in the eligible age group and are also available on request 
from any Income Security Programs Client Service Centre. 


When a Spouse's Allowance recipient leaves Canada, the Allowance is paid only 
for the month of departure and an additional six months but may begin again 
upon resumption of residence in Canada. 


Program Issues 


Four court challenges--including one to the Spouse's Allowance program, one 
to the Widowed Spouse's Allowance progam and one against both programs-—have 
been launched. Three challenges allege that the programs violate equality 


rights guaranteed under the Canadian Charter of Rights and Freedoms because 


benefit entitlements are limited on the basis of marital status. One 
challenge also alleges discrimination based on sex. The fourth challenge 
alleges discrimination based on sexual orientation. The Government has 


decided to defend the programs against the challenges. 


A fifth court challenge alleges that the minimum 10-year requirement for an 
Old Age Security pension is discriminatory and inconsistent with the 
Citizenship Act residence requirement. The Government has decided to defend 
the legislation. 


Changes to the Old Age Security Program and Their Costs 


The Old Age Security program was amended, effective September 1985, to pay 
benefits to widows and widowers 60 to 64 who meet certain residence and 
income level requirements. As of March 1989, 54,761 pensions were being paid 
to widows and widowers; program expenditures for 1988-89 were close to 

$256 million.

Estimated Beneficiary and Cost Forecasts 


The expenditures of the Old Age Security program are largely dependent upon 
demographic conditions. As the population of Canada gradually ages and the 
number of people 65 and over increases, program expenses will similarly 
increase. Guaranteed Income Supplement and Spouse's Allowance expenditures 
take into account not only the number of people in the relevant age groups 
but also the income status of the recipient population.

Introduction 


The Canada Pension Plan, the second tier in Canada's three-tier retirement 
income system, began in January 1966. It is a compulsory contributory 
social insurance program, which provides a basic level of protection against 
the decline in earnings normally associated with the retirement, disability 
or death of a wage-earner. Together with the Old Age Security basic pension, 
it is intended to provide a basic income upon which Canadians can rely when 
making their personal pension provisions. 


The Plan is funded entirely by the contributions of employees, employers and 
the self-employed, and earnings on the investments of the Canada Pension Plan 
Investment Fund. The Plan operates in all parts of Canada except in Quebec, 
which has a similar pension program, the Quebec Pension Plan. Application 
must be made for all Canada Pension Plan benefits. Benefits are payable in 
Canadian dollars anywhere in the world and are considered as taxable income. 
Contributions are tax deductible for both the employee and the employer. 


Over 2.3 million beneficiaries received approximately $8.4 billion in 
benefits during the fiscal year 1988-89. There were approximately 
9.5 million contributors, who contributed more than $6.2 billion to the 
Canada Pension Plan Account during the fiscal year. As of March 31, 1989, 
the Canada Pension Plan Account contained over $37 billion.

Benefits under the Canada Pension Plan may be classified under three major 
headings: retirement pensions, survivor benefits and disability benefits. 


Retirement Pensions 


As of January 1987, any person who has made at least one valid contribution 
to the Canada Pension Plan is eligible to receive a monthly retirement 
pension at any time from the month following his or her 60th birthday. For a 
retirement pension to be paid prior to age 65, however, the contributor must 
have wholly or substantially ceased pensionable employment at the time the 
benefit commences. Subsequent employment does not, however, result in any 
benefit reduction. At age 65 or over, the contributor does not have to cease 
employment to be eligible to receive a retirement pension.

The amount of a retirement pension beginning before age 65 is decreased by 
0.5 percent for each month between the beginning of the pension and the month 
following the beneficiary's 65th birthday. The amount of a retirement 
pension beginning after age 65 is increased by the same factor for each month 
between the month following the 65th birthday and the month for which the 
first payment is made. No adjustment, however, is made for any month after 
the month following the 70th birthday. Thus, a maximum adjustment of 30 
percent, up or down, may be made to the retirement pension. 


Claimants who apply for a retirement pension after reaching age /0 may be 
paid retroactively for up to 12 months excluding any month before the month 
following the 70th birthday. There is no retroactivity of payment for a 
claimant who is less than 70 years of age. 


Assignment of retirement pensions 


Spouses in a continuing marriage and partners in a common-law relationship 
may apply to receive an equal share of the retirement pension earned by both 
parties during their life together» Only one of the spouses need apply for 
this assignment of pensions between spouses. Both spouses must be at least 
60 years of age and have applied for the retirement pensions to which they 
are entitled under the Plan. 


An assignment cannot be made if one spouse is receiving a pension under the 
Quebec Pension Plan, as that plan does not provide for assignment of pensions 
between spouses. 


Survivor Benefits 


There are three types of survivor benefits: a surviving spouse's pension, 
an orphan's benefit and a death benefit. 


Surviving spouse's pension 


A spouse of a deceased contributor (or a person who was residing in a 
husband-wife relationship with a contributor before his or her death) may be 
eligible for a survivor's pension, if the deceased contributor made 
contributions in a sufficient number of years. 


Survivors with dependent children, those with a disability and those age 45 
and over are eligible for a full surviving spouse's pension. For survivors 
who are under age 45 at the time of the contributor's death and who are 
neither disabled nor caring for dependent children of the contributor, 
benefits are reduced by 1/120 for each month the survivor is under age 45. 
Survivors under age 35 who are not disabled or caring for the dependent child 
of the deceased contributor are not eligible for a surviving spouse's pension 
until they reach age 65, unless they become disabled. 
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A legislative amendment, which came into effect in January 1987, provides 
for the continued payment of survivor's pensions upon remarriage and for the 
reinstatement upon application of those benefits that had previously been 
suspended due to the remarriage of the surviving spouse. 


Only one survivor's pension is payable to a surviving spouse, although he or 
she may have been widowed more than once. In such a case, it is the highest 
of the two or more pensions that is paid. 


A surviving spouse who has contributed to the Canada Pension Plan may be 
entitled to a combined retirement-survivor pension or a combined 
disability-survivor pension. 


Orphan's benefits 


An orphan's benefit is a flat-rate monthly benefit provided for the 
dependent child of a deceased contributor if the minimum contribution 
provisions have been met. To be eligible, the child must be a natural 
child, a child who has been adopted legally or in fact, or a child who was 
in the custody and control of the deceased contributor. He or she must be 
under age 18, or age 18 to 25 and in full-time attendance at school or 
university. Benefits are suspended if the child stops full-time 
attendance, but may be resumed upon return to school. 


Two child benefits may be paid to a child in the event of the death and/or 
disability of both contributor parents. 


Death benefit 


The death benefit is a lump-sum benefit payable to, or on behalf of, the 
estate of the deceased contributor, if contributions were made in a 
sufficient number of years. 


Disability Benefits 


There are two types of disability benefits: a disability pension and a 
disabled contributor's child's benefit. 


Disability pension 


Disability pensions are payable to contributors who meet the minimum 
contributory requirements and who are considered to be disabled for Canada 
Pension Plan purposes. The disability must be a physical or mental 
impairment that is both severe and prolonged; "severe" means that the 
contributor is not able to regularly pursue any substantially gainful 
employment and "prolonged" means that such disability is likely to be of 
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indefinite duration or to result in death. The disability pension is made up 
of a flat-rate amount plus an earnings-related portion which reflects actual 
earnings and contributions made to the Plan. 


Disabled contributor's child's benefit 


Monthly benefits are payable for the dependent children of disabled 
contributors and are subject to the same conditions as the orphan's benefits 
mentioned earlier. 


PROGRAM ISSUES 
Survivor Benefits Reform 


The Minister of National Health and Welfare tabled a Consultation Paper, 
Survivor Benefits under the Canada Pension Plan, in the House of Commons in 
September 1987. The paper contained proposals to modify the survivor benefit 
structure. The proposals had two goals: to reflect social change since the 
inception of the Canada Pension Plan in 1966 and to address views expressed 
in 1985 by the Parliamentary Committee on Equality Rights, that benefits be 
awarded without reference to disability, age or family status. 


On April 28, 1988, after reviewing the Consultation Paper and conducting 
public hearings, the Standing Committee on National Health and Welfare tabled 
its Report. The Committee identified directions for survivor benefits reform 
and made a number of recommendations intended to modify the major proposal 
outlined in the Consultation Paper. In September 1988, the federal 
government tabled its response to the report and undertook to convey the 
Committee's recommendations and concerns to the provinces. 


At a meeting in March 1989 federal and provincial officials reached agreement 
on the majority of proposed reforms. Once agreement is reached at the 
officials' level, consultation with provincial social services ministers and 
approval by federal and provincial finance ministers is required prior to the 
introduction of amending legislation. Amendments to existing legislation 
would require an Act of Parliament and (in the case of major changes) the 
approval of two-thirds of the provinces having two-thirds of the population 
and the approval of the federal government. 


Charter Challenges 


During the 1988-89 fiscal year, two challenges to the Canada Pension Plan 
legislation were launched under Section 15 of the Canadian Charter of Rights 
and Freedoms. The two challenges allege that the Plan's survivor benefit 
provisions discriminate on the basis of age. The result of the challenges 
against the CPP survivor provisions may influence the outcome of the survivor 
benefits reform initiative. 


In addition to the two challenges before the courts, several appeals before 
the Pension Appeals Board are also based on Charter issues. The appeals 


challenge the Plan's disability and credit-splitting provisions. 
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Benefit Rates 


The following chart sets out the maximum new benefit rates for 1989.

Benefits are escalated in January of each year to reflect the full increase 
in the average cost of living, as measured by the Consumer Price Index, 
during the previous twelve months ending in October. Accordingly, all Canada 
Pension Plan benefits in pay at the end of 1988 were increased in January 
1989 by 4.1%.

Contributions 


Contributions to the Plan are compulsory and are based on employee earnings 
from salary or wages or on net earnings from self-employment as defined 
under the Income Tax Act. Contributions are made on annual earnings above a 
minimum called the "Year's Basic Exemption" (YBE) up to a ceiling called the 
"Year's Maximum Pensionable Earnings" (YMPE). The YBE and YMPE are adjusted 
annually. For 1988, the YBE was $2,600 and the YMPE was $26,500. For 1989, 
the YBE was $2,700 and the YMPE increased to $27,700. 


Contributions are made by members of the Canadian labour force between the 
ages of 18 and 65 but may continue until age 70 if the contributor so 
chooses and remains employed until that time. No contributions can be made 
after age 70 or after an applicant begins receiving a Canada Pension Plan 
retirement pension. Contributions are also not made by any individual in 
receipt of a Canada Pension Plan disability pension. 


Dual Contributors 


A "dual contributor," that is, an individual who has made valid contribu- 
tions to both the Canada Pension Plan and the Quebec Pension Plan, need only 
apply to one administration in order to receive the benefits to which he or 
she is entitled. 


The Canada Pension Plan and the Quebec Pension Plan are similar in the 
important areas of annual contributions, maximum pensionable earnings, 
annual escalation of benefits, and the level of disability and retirement 
pensions. 


Under an agreement between the two Plans, the administration having 
responsibility for the payment of the benefit is determined by the usual 
place of residence of the contributor at the time of application or, in the 
case of survivor benefits, the contributor's place of residence at the time 
of death. Where a person has made contributions to only one of the Plans, 
he or she applies to the Plan to which he or she contributed, regardless of 
residence at the time of application. 


Rate of Contributions 


Employees in 1986 and in previous years contributed at the rate of 1.8% of 
contributory earnings; a matching contribution was made by employers. 
Self-employed persons contributed at the rate of 3.6%. 


To ensure the continuing financial health of the Canada Pension Plan, 
the contribution rate began to rise annually, as of 1987, by 0.1 percent of 
covered earnings for employees as well as employers (0.2 percent for self- 
employed persons). For 1989, the contributory rate is 2.1% each for 
employees and employers and 4.2% for the self-employed. The rate will 
continue to rise in gradual stages over 25 years. The 25-year schedule of 
rates is to be reviewed and updated every five years by federal and 
provincial finance ministers.

Contributor Information Program 


Under this program, each contributor to the Canada Pension Plan receives an 
information kit which includes a statement showing his or her contributions 
to the Plan. The statement shows an estimate of the retirement benefits 
payable as if the contributor were eligible for retirement on the date the 
statement was issued. Other possible Canada Pension Plan benefits are also 
estimated: disability, survivor and dependent children's benefits, and the 
lump-sum death benefit. Each contributor will receive a statement once 
every four years. Contributors are invited to report discrepancies, errors 
or omissions. The kits also contain a "Terms and Conditions" document 
describing the Canada Pension Plan benefits and the conditions for eligibil- 
ity. 


As of March 1989, over 17.1 million kits had been mailed to contributors. 
Contributors submitted 9,958 inquiries during 1988-89, concerning 
discrepancies, errors, omissions and data appearing in their statements. 


Record of Earnings 


Health and Welfare Canada maintains a record of earnings for each 
contributor to the Canada Pension Plan. Contributors are entitled to review 
this record once every 12 months. By regularly reviewing their account, 
contributors are able to detect and report any errors or omissions in their 
career earnings record. 


Social Insurance Numbers are used by the Canada Pension Plan as a means of 
identifying earnings, contributions and benefits for each participant in the 
Plan. Each contributor must have a Social Insurance Number so that all his 
or her earnings can be recorded in the Record of Earnings, and included in 
the determination of entitlement and the calculation of benefits. 


If a contributor or beneficiary does not hold a Social Insurance Number, the 
Ministers of National Revenue and of National Health and Welfare are able to 
arrange for a number to be assigned to the person by Employment and 
Immigration Canada. 


As of March 31, 1989, the Record of Earnings reflected the following 
statistics (last year's figures are shown for comparison):

With the cooperation of Revenue Canada and Employment and Immigration 
Canada, 30,560 records were identified during the past year and transferred 
to the Record of Earnings regular files. 


A total of 18,674 statements of earnings were requested and issued to 
contributors during the 1988-89 fiscal year. 


Division of Pension Credits 


If a marriage ends in divorce or annulment, Canada Pension Plan credits 
earned by both spouses during their life together may be divided equally 
between them. This division is mandatory for divorces or annulments taking 
place after January 1, 1987, as soon as the Minister of National Health and 
Welfare receives the information necessary to take this action. As well, if 
a legal marriage ends in separation and if the separation has lasted one 
year, either spouse may apply for a division of pension credits. There is no 
time limit for making application for a division of credits following 
separation, except in the event of the death of one of the separated 
spouses. Further, former partners in a common-law relationship may apply 
for a division of pension credits within four years after they have 
separated, if they have been living apart for one year. 


Appeals 


The Canada Pension Plan appeals procedure is administered by Health and 
Welfare Canada from the initiation of an appeal through to its resolution. 
This includes arranging Review Committee hearings across Canada, ensuring 
that each participant is supplied with all pertinent information, and 
providing information to the Registrar of Appeals for cases appealed to the 
Pension Appeals Board. 
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A person who is dissatisfied with a decision made under the Act has the 
right to appeal through three separate levels. The first level consists of 
an appeal to the Minister for reconsideration of the initial decision. If 
dissatisfied with the new decision, a person has a right to further appeal 
to a Review Committee. If the Review Committee's decision is not favourable 
from the appellant's or the Minister's point of view, the last recourse is 
an appeal to the Pension Appeals Board, the decision of which is final and 
binding. 

During the fiscal year ending March 31, 1989, 11,453 appeals were made to 
the Minister for reconsideration of decisions given by the Canada Pension 
Plan administration. This represents a decrease of 34 over the previous 


fiscal year. Appeals related to disability benefits made up 95% of the 
total number of appeals received at the first level.

For the same period, 2,646 second-level appeals to Review Committees were 
received. ' This is an increase of 10.8% over the previous fiscal year. 
During this period, 2,439 appeals to Review Committees were processed. In 
74.8% of these appeals, the original decision was reversed prior to a 
hearing by a Review Committee. These reversals occurred mostly in 
disability cases where new medical evidence was made available.

Changes to the Canada Pension Plan and Regulations 


l. 


The following Orders-in-Council enacting Regulations under the Canada 


Pension Plan were published in the Canada Gazette during the fiscal year 


1988-89: 


SOR/88-239, dated April 14, 1988: 

Schedule IX was amended to include all International Social Security 
Agreements in force and Schedules VII and VIII were amended to remove 
references to France, the United States, Denmark, Belgium, Barbados and 
Sweden. 


SOR/88-628, dated December 7, 1988: 

Minor amendments were made to Section 54.3, the provision specifying 
when a contributor is considered to have wholly or substantially ceased 
to be employed. 


SOR/88-631, dated December 7, 1988: 
The amendments provide that CPP contributions may now be made on income 
earned by Indians working on a reserve. 


SOR/88-638, dated December 7, 1988: 


Schedule IV was amended to allow certain employment in British Columbia 
and Nova Scotia to be considered as pensionable employment.

SOR/88-639, dated December 7, 1988: 

The amendment prescribes an employee's contribution for 1989 and the 
basic exemption and the amounts thereof applicable to certain pay 
periods. It also revises the amounts in Schedule I to reflect the 
increase in the Year's Maximum Pensionable Earnings. 


The following amendments to the Canada Pension Plan were proclaimed in 
force during the fiscal year 1988-89. 


Bill C-139, An Act to amend the Income Tax Act, the Canada Pension Plan, 
the Unemployment Insurance Act, 1971, the Federal-Provincial Fiscal 
Arrangements and Federal Post-Secondary Education and Health 


Contributions Act, 1977, and certain related Acts - Declared in force 
September 13, 1988, being chapter 55 of the Statutes of Canada, 1988. 


Minor amendments were made to subsection 21(6) of the Canada Pension 
Panis 
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Departmental Responsibilities 
Division of Responsibility 


The Canada Pension Plan legislation specifies that the Minister of National 
Health and Welfare is responsible for the administration of all parts of the 
Act, with the exception of Part I, which comes under the jurisdiction of the 
Minister of National Revenue. Part I concerns the coverage of persons under 
the Plan and the collection of contributions. Parts II and III deal with 
the payment of benefits and the general administration of the Plan. 


Other departments have designated responsibilities for certain aspects of 
the Plan under the overall administration of the Minister of National Health 
and Welfare. The costs incurred by these departments are charged to the 
Canada Pension Plan Account. 


During 1988-89, the accounting firm of Coopers and Lybrand reviewed the 
costs charged to the Canada Pension Plan by departments and agencies 
involved in the administration of the Plan. Treasury Board approved new 
costing principles recommended by the firm. Coopers and Lybrand were 
subsequently retained to develop service agreements, in the form of 
memoranda of understanding, between the Canada Pension Plan and _ the 
departments and agencies that administer it. 


Health and Welfare Canada 


Health and Welfare Canada staff advise applicants on the Canada Pension Plan 
benefits available and the eligibility requirements for each benefit, and 
provide assistance, if necessary, in completing application forms and 
obtaining required documentation. They process applications, determine 
benefit entitlement and calculate the amount of benefits. 


Beneficiary accounts are maintained and the benefit payment system is 
administered by Health and Welfare Canada. The Department is responsible 
for advising on legislative, policy and program design and for providing 
administrative services for the Canada Pension Plan Advisory Board and the 
Pension Appeals Board. In 1988-89, Health and Welfare Canada's charges to 
the Canada Pension Plan Account for all activities related to benefit 
payments and overall administration of the Plan were $55,060,467. 


Health and Welfare Canada is also responsible for maintaining a record of 
earnings for each contributor and operating an extensive contributor 
information progran. 


Department of Finance 


The Department of Finance is responsible for assessing the economic 
implications on the Canada Pension Plan and the economy as a whole of issues 
such as government policy proposals, pension benefits changes, and 
contribution rates. It also acts as the liaison between the federal and 
provincial governments concerning the purchase of provincial securities on 
behalf of the Fund and the financing implications of changes to Canada 
Pension Plan legislation. 


Each month, the Department of National Health and Welfare determines the 
amount by which the operating balance in the Canada Pension Plan Account 
exceeds the estimated amount required to meet benefit payments and adminis-— 
trative expenses in the following three months. These excess funds are made 
available by the Department of Finance for the purchase of provincial 
securities, securities of provincial Crown agencies and securities of the 
Government of Canada, for a twenty-year term. (A lesser term may be fixed 
by the Minister of Finance on the recommendation of the Chief Actuary of the 
Office of the Superintendent of Financial Institutions.) The amount of 
excess funds offered to each province is in proportion to the contributions 
received from residents in that province during the preceding 120 months. 
Effective January 1, 1987, the Yukon and Northwest Territories became 
eligible to borrow from the Fund. 


Office of the Superintendent of Financial Institutions 


The Chief Actuary of the Office of the Superintendent of Financial Institu- 
tions is responsible for the preparation of reports on the projected 
financial state of the Plan and on the effects on the Fund of proposed 
amendments to the Plan. 


The Office of the Superintendent of Financial Institutions is not involved 
in the day-to-day administration of the Canada Pension Plan. Its respon- 
sibilities are limited to actuarial examinations, special reports concerned 
with amending legislation, and recommendations concerning the term to 
maturity of securities purchased for the Canada Pension Plan Investment 
Fund. The Office of the Superintendent of Financial Institutions charged 
$445,000 in 1988-89 to the Canada Pension Plan for Canada Pension Plan 
activities. 


Employment and Immigration Canada 


Employment and Immigration Canada is responsible for assigning Social 
Insurance Numbers to individuals and for maintaining the Central Index of 
those numbers. The number of new Social Insurance Numbers issued during the 
fiscal year 1988-89 was 680,808; the number of requests for amendments to 
records was 79,988; and the total number of replacement cards was 158,879. 
This represents an increase of 6,/6/7 cards over last year. The department 

works with Health and Welfare Canada to resolve operational problems and 
improve service to the public. For example, both Employment and Immigration 
Canada and Health and Welfare Canada have Social Insurance Registration 
material available to assist contributors when it is necessary to change or 
correct social insurance number information, rather than refer contributors 
from one department to the other. Employment and Immigration Canada charged 
$1,602,000 in 1988-89 for activities relating to the Canada Pension Plan. 


Supply and Services Canada 


Supply and Services Canada issues payments on behalf of the Canada Pension 
Plan and provides support services to Health and Welfare Canada through the 
development, maintenance, enhancement and operation of information- 
processing systems required to record contributor earnings and contributions; 
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interface with provincial pension plans and other government departments; 
calculate and record benefits payable under the plan; pay benefits under the 
Plan; and, produce statements of contribution and benefit entitlement and 
management information statistics. 


Supply and Services Canada issued 26.4 million cheques in 1988-89, an 
increase of 8.6% over 1987-88. In addition, SSC issued 4.3 million CPP 
Contributor Information Kits in 1988-89 on behalf of the Canada Pension Plan 
and issued 2.4 million T4 information slips to beneficiaries for Income Tax 
reporting. 


In providing cheque issue service, SSC also continued to send information 
inserts about the Canada Pension Plan program with Family Allowances, Old 
Age Security and Canada Pension Plan cheques. 


For cheque issue and computer services for the Canada Pension Plan, Supply 
and Services Canada charged $23,849,000 to the Canada Pension Plan. 


Revenue Canada, Taxation 


Revenue Canada, Taxation, is responsible for the administration of Part I of 
the Canada Pension Plan Act, which provides for the collection of contribu- 
tions from employees, employers and self-employed individuals. The annual 
revenue collected during the 1988-89 fiscal year by the Department on behalf 
of Health and Welfare Canada amounted to $6.25 billion, compared to $5.58 
billion in the preceding fiscal year. 


Audits 


During the fiscal year, the Payroll Audit. staff conducted 77,338 audits of 
employers' records in the field and raised 49,342 assessments for failure to 
remit Canada Pension Plan contributions withheld at source from employee 
salaries. Another program involving a computer check of about 21.6 million 
T4 slips filed by employers at year end, including those from 1987 and 
amended slips from previous years, uncovered over 593,644 T4 slips with 
insufficient Canada Pension Plan contributions withheld at the source. 
These T4 slips were referred to the employers involved, for correction or 
explanation. Enforcement programs are conducted year-round and utilize 399 
person-years. 


Rulings 


Employee contributions must be withheld at the source and a matching amount 
contributed by the employer for every person considered an employee for pur- 
poses of the Canada Pension Plan. Specific rulings as to whether a person 
should be considered an employee, or whether a payment or benefit 
constitutes pensionable income, are provided by Revenue Canada, Taxation, 
District Office staff. During the fiscal year, 306 rulings pertaining 
solely to the Canada Pension Plan were issued by Revenue Canada, Taxation, 
and a further 3,520 rulings related to both CPP and Unemployment Insurance 

legislation. 
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Record of Earnings 


The Department reviewed and replied to some 28,800 requests for verification 
of individual records of earnings. 


Appeals 


The Canada Pension Plan provides for two stages of appeal from rulings and 
assessments made by Revenue Canada, Taxation. The first is to the Minister 
of National Revenue and the second is to the Pension Appeals Board. The 
Minister rendered 426 decisions in the fiscal year. 


During the same period, the Pensions Appeals Board heard 151 cases, 55 of 
which were Minister's decisions. 


Social Insurance Numbers 


Employers who fail to report the correct Social Insurance Number of an 
employee on a T4 slip are a continuing problen. In the period ended 
December 31, 1988, 20.9 million individual 1987 T4 slips were processed and 
the information was passed to the employees' Records of Earnings. 


Approximately 4% of the T4 slips filed, or 805,873, contained either an 
invalid or a missing Social Insurance Number. In an effort to obtain 
employee Social Insurance Numbers, /7/6,653 requests were mailed to 
employers, and 315,784 follow-up requests were mailed to employers who 
failed to reply to the original requests. At the end of the 1988 processing 
year, a: total ‘of, 451,159 T4 ‘slips with an’ “invalid (1007703) sor =misaing 
(350,451) Social Insurance Number were transmitted to Supply and Services 
Canada, Canada Pension Plan Division, for inclusion in the unidentified 
earnings bank. 


Overpayments and Adjustments 


For the period ended December 31, 1988, approximately $101 million in Canada 
Pension Plan overpayments were processed. Some adjustments were also 
necessary for Canada Pension Plan contributions made by self-employed 
individuals. 


Publicity 


Revenue Canada, Taxation, pamphlets, leaflets, circulars and news releases 
are distributed to a wide range of individuals and educational 
establishments across Canada. The Department provides information on the 
Canada Pension Plan for the benefit of incapacitated taxpayers in order to 
enable individuals to complete their tax returns. CPP information regarding 
the importance of correct Social Insurance Numbers has been given prominent 
coverage in the annual Tax Guide. 
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Simplification 


Revenue Canada, Taxation, officials are working to simplify the forms and 
tables used to calculate Canada Pension Plan contributions. 


Costs Charged to the Canada Pension Plan 


In 1988-89, Revenue Canada, Taxation, charged $48,174,000 to the Canada 
Pension Plan for Canada Pension Plan activities. 


Pension Appeals Board Activities (PAB) 


During the 1988-89 fiscal year, the Board received 253 new appeals on 
matters related to Canada Pension Plan benefits. During the same period, 
the Board decided or disposed of 255 appeals on hand. Several other such 
appeals set down for hearing were adjourned to a later session at the 
request of one or both parties. 


The Board received 70 new appeals arising from decisions of the Minister of 
National Revenue, most of which are not ready for hearing. During the same 
period, the Board disposed of 92 appeals. 


Canada Pension Plan Advisory Board 


The Advisory Board is a statutory body established under the Canada Pension 
Plan legislation. The role of the Board is to review the operation of the 
Act, the state of the Canada Pension Plan Investment Fund, and the adequacy 
of coverage and benefits provided under the Plan. The Board reports the 
results of its findings and makes appropriate recommendations to the 
Minister of National Health and Welfare. 


The Advisory Board consists of not more than 16 members appointed by the 
Governor in Council to represent employees, employers, self-employed persons 
and the public. During the year, the Board operated at full complement. 


The full Board met twice during the year, in Ottawa in May and in Quebec 
City in October. 


The Board has established a number of committees to study the definition of 
disability under the Canada Pension Plan; proposals for contributions to the 
Plan on behalf of homemakers; survivor benefits under the Plan; allocation 
of charges to the Canada Pension Plan; level and structure of benefits under 
the plan; level of pension awareness among the public; and the question of 
unidentified records of earnings and contributions.

Notes to Statements 
for the year ended March 31, 1989 


Plan description and authority 


The Canada Pension Plan (the Plan) is a compulsory and contributory social insurance 
plan which enables members of the labour force to acquire and retain protection for 
themselves and their families against loss of income due to retirement, disability or death. 
The Plan applies in all parts of Canada, except for the Province of Quebec which has a 
parallel plan. 


Under existing arrangements, all benefits and all costs incurred in the administration of 
the Plan are financed by the contributions made by employees, employers and self-employed 
persons and the interest earned from the investment of funds. 


The Canada Pension Plan Account (the Account) was established in the accounts of 
Canada by Section 108.(1) of the Canada Pension Plan, a 1965 Act of Parliament, to record the 
contributions, interest, benefits and expenses of the Plan. 


The Canada Pension Plan Investment Fund (the Fund) was established in the accounts of 
Canada by Section 109.(1) of the Plan to record the investment in securities of the provinces. 
territories and Canada. 


Accounting policies 
Canada Pension Plan Account 


The amounts credited and charged to the Account are in accordance with Sections 108.(2) 
and 108.(3) of the Plan, respectively. Contributions, interest and benefits are recorded ona 
cash basis. Contributions are received from Revenue Canada - Taxation based on estimates of 
collections for the current year and adjustments to the estimates of prior years. Expenses are 
recorded on an accrual basis. The balance in the Account represents the accumulated excess of 
contributions and interest over benefits and expenses to date. 


Canada Pension Plan Investment Fund 


The amounts charged and credited to the Fund are in accordance with Section 109.(2) of 
the Plan. All securities held are carried at cost, are non-negotiable and have a term of 20 
years or such lesser period as may be determined by the Minister of Finance on the 
recommendation of the Chief Actuary of the Office of the Superintendent of Financial 
Institutions.

Expenses 


Expenses of the Account represent the costs of administration charged by six federal 
government departments: Health and Welfare (administration); Revenue Canada - Taxation 
(collection of contributions); Supply and Services (cheque issue and computer services); Public 
Works (accommodation); Employment and Immigration (assignment of social insurance numbers 
and maintenance of central index); and, the Office of the Superintendent of Financial 
Institutions (actuarial services). 


Investment in securities 


Operating balances on deposit with the Receiver General in excess of estimated cash 
requirements for the following three-month period are available for purchases of securities of 
the provinces, territories and Canada. The monies available for security purchases are 
allocated to the provinces and territories based on the proportion of contributions credited to 
the Account during the preceding 10 years in respect of employment in a given province or a 
territory to the total contributions in those years. The portion attributed to certain other 
employees outside Canada continues to be invested in securities of Canada 


The securities of Quebec relate to the contributions of certain federal employees, such as 


members of the Canadian Armed Forces, who are residents in the Province of Quebec

Financing of the Plan 


The Canada Pension Plan was amended by Bill C-116 with effect from January 1, 1987. 
A long-term financing philosophy was established setting out provisions for the timing, rate of 
increase of the contribution rates and amendments thereto which will be made by regulation. 


The revised legislation now contains a 25 year schedule of contribution rates providing 
for an increase from the 1986 rate of 3.6% progressively by 0.2 percentage points each year 
until 1991 and by 0.15 percentage points thereafter until 2011 when it will reach 7.6%. 
However, it stipulates that every five years the Minister of Finance and ministers of the 
Crown from the included provinces shall review the contribution rates set out in the schedule 
and make recommendations as to whether those rates should be changed and as to whether the 
schedule should be amended to include contribution rates for an additional five years. If, for 
any reason, the schedule is not amended for the additional five years the Minister of Finance 
shall, by regulation, amend the schedule to include the contribution rates set out in the most 
recent report prepared by the Chief Actuary. By the year 2011, it is expected that the 
Plan’s Account will be equivalent to approximately two years’ expenditure of the Plan and will 
be maintained near that level in accordance with the provisions of Section 113.1(4)(c) of the 
revised legislation. 


Under existing legislation, any proposed enactment to alter the general level of benefits 
or the rate of contributions requires agreement by at least two-thirds of the 10 provinces 
having an aggregate of not less than two-thirds of the population. 


Report No. 10 was the Chief Actuary’s last report tabled in Parliament in October 1986. 


Among other things, it contained the results of his examination of the financial impact of the 
legislative changes in Bill C-116. 
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INTERNATIONAL AGREEMENTS 


Reciprocal social security agreements make social security benefits portable 
between countries through the coordination of two countries' social security 
programs. 


The Canadian programs included in such agreements consist of the Canada 
Pension Plan and the Old Age Security programs. These agreements have three 
basic objectives: 


(i) to ease or eliminate restrictions on the payment of social security 
benefits abroad; 


(ii) to eliminate situations in which a worker may have to contribute to 
the social security programs of both countries for the same work; 


(iii) to assist migrants in meeting the eligibility conditions for benefits 
based on their participation in the social security system of each 
country. 


Old Age Security 


Canada's social security agreements enable persons who are residing or have 
resided in another country to add (or totalize) those periods of residence 
abroad to periods of residence in Canada to satisfy the minimum eligibility 
requirements for the basic Old Age Security pension and the Spouse's 
Allowance. For example, someone who has resided in Canada for less than the 
10 years required to receive a partial Old Age Security pension in Canada 
would be able to use periods of residence in the other country to meet the 
10-year requirement. A similar provision would apply for someone who has 
resided in Canada for less than the 20 years needed to receive a partial Old 
Age Security pension outside the country. 


Once eligibility for the pension is thus established, the amount of the Old 
Age Security pension payable is determined by the individual's actual 
periods of residence in Canada at the rate of 1/40th of the full pension for 
each year in Canada after age 18. 


Canada Pension Plan 


In regard to the Canada Pension Plan, agreements are designed to avoid 
duplicate coverage - that is, they eliminate the necessity of contributing 
to both the Canada Pension Plan and the comparable program of the other 
country for the same work. 


Agreements may also assist individuals to qualify for disability, survivor's 
and death benefits under the Canada Pension Plan. Each of these benefits 
has minimum contributory requirements. An agreement may allow periods of 
contribution to the other country's social security system to be added to 
periods of contribution to the Canada Pension Plan in order to meet these 
requirements. Once eligibility is thus established, the amount of benefits 
would be based on actual contributions to the CPP. 
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Social Security Programs of Other Countries 


These agreements also assist individuals in establishing their entitlement 


to retirement, disability or survivor benefits under the social security 
programs of the other country. 


Agreements Signed 


During the 1988-89 fiscal year, two new agreements, with Dominica and the 
Federal Republic of Germany, came into force. As well, agreements with 
Australia and Iceland were signed. As of March 31, 1989, Canada had 
agreements in force with Austria, Barbados, Belgium, Denmark, Dominica, 
Federal Republic of Germany, Finland, France, Greece, Italy, Jamaica, 
Norway, Portugal, Saint Lucia, Spain, Sweden and the United States. The 
agreement with Australia is scheduled to come into force on September 1, 


1989. In addition, agreements have been signed with Luxembourg and the 
Netherlands.

A number of regular publications provide useful material and statistics on 
the Old Age Security, Canada Pension Plan and Family Allowances programs. 


Statistics Canada issues a series of publications on Social Security 
National Programs. The issues of special relevance include Old Age Security, 
Guaranteed Income Supplement and Spouse's Allowance (Catalogue No. 86-509), 
Canada and Quebec Pension Plans (Catalogue No. 86-507) and Family Allowances 
and Related Programs (Catalogue No. 86-508). In addition, information can 
be found in the Public Accounts of Canada, in Part III of the Main 
Estimates, and in the Department of National Health and Welfare's Annual 
Report. The Department of National Health and Welfare also regularly 


publishes a booklet entitled Basic Facts on Social Security Programs, which 
details pertinent statistics and design features of the programs. 


A good source of information, including a general description of how the 
programs operate, who is eligible and how benefits are determined, can be 


found in Overview: The Income Security Programs of Health and Welfare 
Canada. 


Statistics covering all three programs are published regularly in Monthly 
Statistics: Income Security Programs. 


Information particular to the Canada Pension Plan can be found in the annual 
publication Canada Pension Plan Contributors, published by National Health 
and Welfare. The Office of the Superintendent of Financial Institutions 
regularly produces actuarial assessments of the Canada Pension Plan, 
depicting long-term costs of the Plan under a range of scenarios.
